Wlth the British Army in France, 
August 26— The aerman retirement is 
continuing along man^ parts of the 
battle front tonight The British are 
overwhelming the enemy's rear 
guards with bwvy fighting. 

Reports Indicate that at least one 
counter attack has-been broken up 
by the British artillery concentrating 
its Are on massed eiiemy troops. 

While the Qermans were busily en- 
(laned 1» defending themselve.s 
a^niiiKl the attacks (if the IlrillBh and 
Freiirh armies from the ..Xiiore river 
tn the repldii (if SuissdiiK. Kielil Miir- 
shal llaip oarI\' Mdiidax monilu.i; 
HtiMic.k aiinllH'r surprise blow o\'er a 
new front iiorlli of ilic old liatile zniio. 
The new offiMisivi' was laiiiiohod from 
the east of Arras on the Srarpe river 
and southward to the CoJeiiPl. All 
along the front the British pressed 
forward, at some places to a depth of 
more than two miles and captured a 
half dozen or more 'villages, among 
them Monohecy-lie-Preux, Quemappc 
and Wancourt ^ 

Across the Coejul the new British 
attacks on the battle front brought 
them to the vlljages of Morv and St. 
I.ieger. and farther south the small 
town of Favreil, vno and a half miJos 
northeast of liapanme, from Which 
the Mrlllsh jiressed on eastward about 
a mile, Fai^lher south the British are 
reported nnoffloially to have rcuhod 
the west out.sklrts of Thilloy In the nip- 
per movement they are earryini; out 
against Bapaume. With Haiti's men 
now standing well within Bun ransc 
of the town It seems likely the Ger- 
mans w()l be forced to evacuate In 
short order. 

Additional gains also have been 
made by the British east of Albert and 
on both sides of the Somme river. In 
fact, notwithstanding the efforts 'of 
tb« Qermans, through the use of larKe 
reinforcements to hold them in cheek, 
the British and Frenrh all alnns the 
Ilni' from .\lliori to Soissoiis have ma- 
terially bettered llii-ir positions and 
carried further forward thi'ir plan of 
making tiie Picardy battle Bround un- 
tenable for the enemy.

Whatever weakens tlie nsition inilustrially wealsens it in a niili 
tary way. In the great task of keeping the nation strong the mer 
ohant is a soldier on duty on trial. ^ 

He must not strive for larger profits — but he must strive to 
render greater serviee. The lar^e pi-olits injiy eonie, inevilahly. But 
the larger service must be given, irrespective of prolits. It is the 
imperative duty. 

Keep business fjoing full speed— and tlie Oovemment can keep 
the great war niacliine at the highest eflieit iic y. 

When the great struggle has boon won— as it will be in due time 
—the merchant who has carried his portion of the task without 
riinching will be entitled to his due share of the glory of victory. 

MONEY AND FRIGES 

Financial policies liiivc had a tendciiey to increase llie volniiie of 
money, and therefore to cheapen it. The financiers tlx the inici' 
of potatoes and corn. It is not the farmers who do this. They nia.v 
get some of the usufruct, but they do not themselves advance the 
price. The more money, tin- higher tin- price. As this increases, up 
goes the cost of living. This is the rea.son why so many things which 
we think should fall in price persist in their high rate. So it makes 
no difference how the rains come and go, how the hot days sorch or 
the cold days chill, the most ol' livini; docs nut descend, because 
there is plenty of money to keep the prices up. So we must not 
count upon any important reduction of prices until our^ financial 
policies provide for a diminished volunu' of currency. We were 
much astonished that the price of peas, berries, tomatoes, etc.. should 
keep up, but when we looked at the tpiantity of money alloat, w^ 
knew then that every pea, berry, bean, tomato must have itJi share 
of it,*and that its share is maintained until it gets it. 



COURTESY IN PUBLIC DUTY 

A New Yoi'k dis|iateli says that lack of courtesy on tlie pai't of 
railroad employes and some snliordinate olVicials in their relations 
with the public was sharply rebuked in a im moranduni iss>icd by 
the regional director to railroad oflicers and employes in the East 
em territory. The director says the disposition of employes to slight 
the reasonable needs of the public was due doubtless to the feeling 
that competition had been eliminated and there was no occasion for 
solicitude as to the public attitude. This is certainly a poor reatpiiv 
for ignoring courtesy. That should control the conduct of all peo- 
ple who cxerci.sc any authority in public alVairs. The meanest dis. 
courtesy there is is that of a ticket agent, conductor, motorman, 
or anybody occupying a public job. Courtesy is a virtue of itself, 
like honesty, and no one can show a lack of courtesy and be a trm' 
and faithful employe. 

MAIMTAXN VALUE OF OUR DOLUOt 



One incidentally important tiling for this country to (lo is to 
keep its money iri good international condition, to keep the value 
of its doll.'ir such that it will be worth in neutral countries what it 
ought to he and what it was before the war. 

The surest way for any nation to do that is to produce more 
than it consumes.

Tbe Food Administration through 
tbe State Co.ineil of National Defense 
is endeavoring to increase tbe wheat 
acreage of Kentucky during the com- 
ing year. The likelihood of increas- 
ing the wheat acreage more than 6 to 
7 per , cent, ia uncertain and an in- 
cense of total production, therefore, 
dcpenda quite matarially upon In- 
creased production per acre. 

In Ibis oonneetlon farmers will re- 
i|.iire Immense quantities of fertilizer 
of the phosphate variety snilnble for 
inereasini; the yield of wheat. The | 
fertilizer sit. .alio., at tbe p.eseni time i 
la such that farmers should not delay 
in placing their orders wltn manufac- 
turers of manufacturers agents for 
tbe e^irliest shipment of fall fertilizer. 

Available supplies of fertiliser car- 
ried over from last year are very 
small and for that reason manufac- 
turera will be dependent almost en- 
tirely upon this years production for 
the tilling of fall orders. . Those who 
give in their orders early will have 
the best chance to secure well cured 
fertilizers and avoid the sunsatlsfac- 
tory handling qualities of newly ninn- 
iifacliireil goods. Orders for fertilizer 
should be made up in carload lots 
wherever possible, thi' minimum sir.e 
cars being 22.44 and M tons. 

Owing to the high price of ninteriai 
for making cotton and burlap bags tbe 
Depai^meiit of .Vgrlciilturc sugaests 
that fertilizer he shipped in 200 lb 
bags in order to conserve matel-iai. 
Not only are burlap baga scarce but 
the Jute from which they are made 
is imported from India and tbe short- 
age of ships has materially intnr- 
ferred with the supply. A great t^Iiort- 
age of burlap would severely handicap 
tbe movement of fertilizer to the farhi 
since the need of food . containers 
would receive first consideration. 

Knowing these facts every patriotic 
farmer will gladly co-operate by us- 
ing larger ha^s. 

Some fertilizers not *COntaininc 
acids sucli aa basic .ihospbate can be 
handled in bulk, and 'his ii'^uall' re- 
sults in saving two to four dollars per 
ton. This method can he followed 
where farmers have cars shipped to a 
club or group and can arrange to rail 
for the fertiliser with their own con- 
talnera.

(By Charlaa M. Schwab) 
If there la one thing today that 
American Industry is searching for 
'harder than anything else, It Is br.iins 
For thirty-three years my life has 
been spent among workmen in what 
has become the biggest branch of 
American In.lustry, the steel business, 
n.it it doesn't make any difference 
what field of Industry you consider, 
the lest of success is the same. 

In the present crisis, leaders of 
various businesses are engaged in 
Avork that Is necessary to the winning 
r,f the war, and yet Wherever in the 
country's serlvce they happen td be 
placed, the basis of effloienoy remains 
unchanged. It ia bralna— apeoialtsed 
bratna. 

My present experience In the build- 
ing of ships proves this dally. The 
man who can drive more rivets than 
M» fellow succeeds not because be is 
physically stronger, but because he 
knows bow to utilize his bralna, and 
bow to direct bis energy. 
_ There used lo be a good deal of non- 
sensical talk In Ibis country about 
men who miss fire because tbey lack 
genius. Genius is pricipally hard 
work: using normal brains to think 
beyond the manifest daily duty It 
supplies one of the readiest alikis for 
the man who doean't want to work a 
little harder tban be is compelled to. 

Amerioa Is facing today a situation 
that demands the most thoughtful 
consideration of every mun and wo- 
man. The drain on the man-power of 
the country Is tremendous. Pay by 
day. week by week, thousands of o.ir | 
men are leaving their industrial pur- I 
suits to lake np arms against the ! 
cnn.mon foe, Tbe annv a. id Hie navy 
i are straining every efrorl to e(|iiiji and 1 
'to liaiii liieie men for tiaille: the 
ureal industrial plants are humming 
day and night: the shipyards from 
coast to coast are quickening, by ev- 
ery human process, the bulldini; of 
ships to send our Oghters and the ne- 
cessary aupplies to our Allies over- 
seas. 

Certainly it is not difflcult to fore- 
see how the pxodiis of several million 
able-bodied Intelligent young men is 
going to alTect American industry. The 
newspapers carry the message daily 
in their 'help wanted' columns. The 
supply is way behind the demand; 
bill we must have lichiers ;ii.d war- 
workers. and the demand will con- 
lin.ie nreater as the war goe.-j on 

This is why the subject cd recon- 
struction of onr disabled soldiers and 
sailors will touch every branch of 
Ai.ierlenn Industry. The man who has 
offered his body In the defense of his 
country must not be allowed to A- 
turn to ua merely as a hero worthy 
of our sympathy. His physical handi- 
cap, whatever It may be, will not, ex- 
cept in rare instances, render him 
useless as an Industrial factor: on the 
contrary, it will afford a greater op- 
portunity than ever before to util- 
ize his brains upon which bo was not 
so depei.deiii when be went away. 

Reconstruction Is a very live iisue 
in America, .\ot an academic pro- 
blem, but a practical one. Kor some 
time it bas been gaining In import- 
ance aa a part of the very fabric of 



trial soldiers, every one of them. Most 
of those who come back from over- 
seas can be mode (It for industrial 
work of some cbnracter. whi-ther If 
be nieehsiiienl or clerical, Kach can 
lake the place cif an able-bodied man 
and release lo Ihe military forces an- 
other fighter, or can fill an Important 
gap In the industrial scheme. 

Never before has opportunity for 
advancement in Industry been so 
great as It la today. The gatea are 
opened wide for trained men; and the 
Qovernment program of hablUta- 
tlon is a guarantee of what we may 
expect Our disabled aoldiers will be 
taught to use thplr brains, and bralna 
are needed to carry to. us their plana 
of those who furnish capital. 

In many years of experience as an 
employer of large gronjis of men. I 
have rarely known a man who really 
.ised bis brains lo his full e.iiiaelty 
and failed to advance, I believe that 
the enipha'iis of Ibis fact will have 
much lo do will, the recovery and suc- 
cess of onr disabled soldiers and sail- 
ors. If the men can be imbued with 
tbo spirit that impelled the most 
striking successes In American indus- 
try there should he little dlflicuUy in 
solving the problem of reconstruc- 
tion. 

It ia tbe duty of the business men of 
Amerioa to take these men at their 
Intrinsic value; to employ them not 
from a sense of duty but because a 
trained man who has been taught to 
think is a valuable asset.

' number of unions has declined from 
I 771 to 4r>n since I'.U.'l, and that the 
; nieinbershlp of the Herlin Central La- 
bor I'nion has fallen from 302,000 to 
130,000 In the same time. 

Hambeurg's 180,000 trade-union 
members in 1918 have been reduced 
to 47,000 now, and Dreaden's member- 
ship of 96,000 baa been out in half. 

The gioat waatage of German man 
power in the war not only means a 
future danger but has led to wide- 
spread troubles In Belgium which, ac- 
cording to Lieut, Henry De Man, of 
the lielj;ian .\riny, who spoke before 
the Moston Central Labor I'nlon, 
caused the ;;reatcBt labor strike in 
Ihe -.vi.rld ,M(iie than l.OdP.linO organ- 
ized laborers of Belgium, he said, re- 
fused to do any work for the Oer- 
roans.

The food 
was wonderfully cooked and there 
were silver spoons and knives, eo you 
can see that the ship waa as well 
equipped- as the finest hotels in the 
country. We^ did very little work. 
OxAy had one formatloi| a day and 
that was tor physical exercise and 
lasted 46 minutes. Had two band 
concerta a day and a saxophone quar- 
tette during dinner. Our principal 
amusement was preparing for a possi- 
ble attack of submarines, or tin fish, 
as they are called. 

"I understand that some of the men 
on board saw whales, but 1 was not 
so fnrlunalp. We had every kind of 
weather that Is to be had on the 
ocean. 

"One thing particularly noticeable 
in Rngland la that there are so ^ew 
young men on the streets and aWpo- 
lutely no good-looking girls. They all 
seem to have large feet and wear the 
funniest big shoes, many of them with 
copper toes. They also wear very 
plain clothes and nearly all are minus 
one or more teeth."
